St. Louis. July 24.—At lOrro yesterday, 


Senator Butler, temporary chairman, ap- 
peared on the plattorm of toe. Popullnc 
convention. Simultaneously tne band 


were belns poljod. The vote Tvas taken 
on the proposition to elve the seats to 
the; Taylor delegates. It was not a. test 
vote In. any respect. 


At the conclusion of the rollcall the 
slruck up "Dl^e," and the delegates un- ^^ ^ announcedi 6G5 tor the ma_. 
corked some ot their peA-up enthu- ^.^ report and 642 fQr thg minority_ 
slasm. The attendance In the galleries j The an[1.Bryan deleffates-hallsd theaji- 
was 
very thin. 
Five minutes later | nouncement as s. victory tor the "Middle 
Chairman Butler called the convention 
to order, and Kev. Mr. Smith made tat 
Invocation for blessing upon the common 
country. 


The report of the committee on cre- 


dentials was called for, but no one re- 
sponded, and the states were called for 
members of committee on permanent 
organization ancl resolutions. After the 
announcement of the committee on per- 
manent organization the members re- 
tired. There was a ripple of applause 
and a few shouts when, the name of Ja- 
cob S. Coxey was annonced as a member 
of the committee on platform from Ohio. 
There were also demonstrations for Gov- 
ernor Holcomb of Nevada, General "Wea- 
ver of Iowa and ex-Governor Llewelllns 
of Kansas when their names were 
shouted. 


The announcements were completed at 


11:45. Delegate Dlxon then introduced 
Clarena E. Comley of Oklahoma, who 
regaled the convention "with some cam- 
paign songs. An Alabama delegate 
then Introduced "Mistress Pennlngton." 
She sang in a pleasant soprano a parody 
on "STankee Doodle Dandy." 


Delegate Crawford of Kansas moved 


that the delegates of the sliver conven- 
tion be admitted on exhibition of their 
badges. After some wrangling Chair- 
man Butler ruled the motion out of 
order. 


Mr. "Waahburn of Massachusetts of- 


fered a resolution deprecating the talk 
of a,spllt Irnthe convention, and Intended 
to bind the convention. A storm of pro- 
tests came from the "Middle of the 
Readers," and one of them made the 
point of order that before the conven- 
tion was permanently organized, no such 
resolution could be acted upon.. 
_ . . 


Chairman Butler ruled that during the 


temporary. organization .a. resolution 
could be rpassed expressing its sense. 
Thereupon 
Congressman Howard of 


Alabama moved to refer the resolution 
to the committee on resolutions. Dele- 
gate Branch of Georgia followed with 
n motion to table the whole subject. 
There was a great deal of confusion as 
the vote was taken, viva voce, Chair- 
man Butler declaring that the motion 
was carried. 


The Arkansas member of the com- 


mittee on credentials said 
It would 


take until 2 o'clock .for his committee 
to report, and moved to adjourn until 
that time. There was some squabbling 
as to what time the convention should 
adjourn, and although the further an- 
nouncement was made that H would be 
3 o'clock "before the committee on cre- 
dentials could report, the convention 
refused to take a recess, and another 
aong was sung from the platform. 
The 


band then occupied the time while the 
delegates fanned and sought the water 
barrels. 


At 12:42 another motion to take are- 


cess until 3 o'clock was made, and It was 
carried. 


The Aft*rnoon Session. 


The delegates were promptly on hand 


for 
the 
afternoon 
session. Perfect 


order was maintained while the dele- 
gates were gathering In their places, 
and there were no demonstrations as 


Cl the Road.. element, and they were 
very Jubilant. A Kansas delegate chal- 
lenged the correctness ol the count- 
There was a good deal of excitement, 
and the greatest confusion prevailed. 
It was at last decided to1 recapitulate 
Ihe totals. 
The "error of the Kans;is 


man was discovered. 
He had placed 


the vote of Indiana in the wrong column. 
The vote was afiuin announced, 6(0 to 
642 In favor of the majority report. The 
"Middle of the Readers" again yelled 
with delight. 


The Patterson Colorado delegation 


was then seated without division. The 
Missouri contest was withdrawn. Five 
minutes was given each slae ol the 'Wis- 
consin case, involving one seat. 
Mr. 


Cole, who had been seated by trie na- 
tional committee, stated he was a Bryan 
man. and for that reason was he not to 
be allowed a seat? The majority re- 
port, unseating Cole and seating Isaacs, 
was adopted. 
Late Pence, ex-congressman from Col- 


raflo, called for the report of the com- 
mittee on permanent organization. In 
doing so, he made some rather sharp 
comments about the time the conven- 
tion had frittered away. Several dele- 
gates attempted to move an adjourn- 
ment until S o'clock, but Mr. Pence re- 
fused to yield the floor for such a motion- 
But when E. A. Coke of Virginia, chair- 
man "of the committee on permanent or- 
ganization, came forward to make his 
report, a dozen delegates Jumped to their 
feet and protested that a report from 
another committee was not in order un- 
til the report of the committee on cre- 
dentials, as a whole, had been agreed to. 
Mr. "Woshb'urh of Massachusetts, who 
was temporarily in the chair, ruled the 
points not well taken- He also declined 
to entertain an appeal.

(drew a howl of approval from the 
'straight-outs by rising to a point of 
order, that as Mr. Patterson's seat was 
contested, he had no right to the privi- 
leges of a member of this convention un- 
til his title-"to his seat was confirmed. 
The Bryan shouters. however, got'their 


reigned for two minutes. "When order 
was restored, the names of the signers 
of the minority report were read. .When 
the name of one o£ the Illinois members 
of the committee was read, that dele- 
gate jumped up and announced that his 
signature was forged. His name was 
withdrawn. Delegate Blazer of Texas 
then moved that Campion's name be 
substituted for that of Allen for per- 
manent chairman. 


Much confusion followed, and It -was 


evident that the temper of the conven- 
tion was for action. Mr. Pence, a Bryan 
man, moved the previous question. It 
was ordered amid much confusion, and 
the iollca.ll 'of states was called on the 
question of adopting the majority or 
minority report.

Tho legislatures of tho several suites 


have, under tho constitution, the same 
ripht to choose presidential electors, with- 
out reference to tho vote of the citizens, if 
such a method of election Is lawfully pre- 
scribed by tho legislature, nnd as lato as 
1ST6 Colorado legislators chose the three 
electors to represent that state, without 
any popular voto, in the electoral college, 
and It was tho three votes of Colorado 
which turned tho scale frorn one party to 
another In that year. In 1800 there was 
established what la known ag tho presi- 
dential caucus, & gathering of tho mem- 
bers o£ congress ot tho two parties for tho 
designation of a satisfactory and eligible 
candidate for tho presidency by each party. 
This plan of selecting the candidate by 
congressional caucus continued in forco 
until 1894, -when tho complications nnd 
uncertainties arising from such a primitive 
nnd unsatisfactory method culminated in 
n failure of tho electoral college to raako a 
choice from among four candidates, and 
the matter wan thrown. Into tho house of 
represen ta ti vea. 


Following the election of 1824 the legis- 


lature of Tennessee, of which state Andrew 
Jackeon, oco of the defeated candidates, 
was a roslaont, put him in nomination for 
tho ensuing presidential race, irrespective 
of any congressional caucus or cabal, and 
this was tho first overt nominating con- 
vention held In tha United States for the 
choice of a president, though it can hardly 
be said to havo been national In character, 
as It vras limited to the official representa- 
tives of one state, and tho opponents of 
General Jnckson, who supported John 
Qulncy Adams o' Massachusetts, held no 
such convention, but agreed upon their 
eondldaco in the old way. 


In the city of Baltimore In September, 


1831, 
more thnn one year before the ensu- 


ing presidential election, a veritable na- 
tional convention -was held by what -was 
then known as tho anti-Masonic party, 
nnd there were delegates In attendance, 
froin each stiito of tho .Union as then con- 
stituted, but not chosen on the basis of Its 
electoral strength as is tha case now. A 
president and vice- president were nomi- 
nated and a platform of principles adopted 
particularly directed against the evils then 
«ald to be Incident to the esusienee of BC- 
cret societies. 
- In May, 1832, six months In advance of 
the presidential election of that year, tho 
first national convention of the Democratic 
party was held in the city of Baltimore, 
and it was at this convention that the two- 
thirds rule (making tho nomination of n 
Democratic candidate for tho presidency 
dependent upon the support of two-thirds 
of the dolepates) was adopted, and Ic has 
been the rulo of tho Democratic party ever 
since. There wero 313 delegates present at 
thi.s convention, and the only disputed con- 
test was over tho vice presidency. At this 
distance from the date of this convention 
the necessity of some uniformity ot action. 
Fcems to bo clear, for there were 20 candi- 
dates in tho flcld for the presidency in that 


was elected, whereas after the intervening 
convention of 1SSS Mr. Cleveland, tho 
nominee, was defeated.—>sew York Sun. 


A VAST AKPHITHEATEE. 


A. Remarkable Prehistoric Discovery ID 


the Mluuil Valley. 


The visit of an archaeologist to the vil- 


lage of Spring Valley, O., iu the Miami 
valley, where a moiir.d was recently open- 
ed and four prehistoric giants found, has 
resulted in the ditro^ery in the vicinity of . 
an Immense amphitheater, fashioned most- 
ly by the hands of men, and which had evi- 
dently, at different times in the faraway 
past, been filled with thousands of people. 
KcsldentM of the neighborhood did not 
realize its value to archaeology, and con- 
sequently nothing was said about ic. 


Not far away from the mound in which 


the remains of the prehistoric giants wcro 
recently exhumed Is n chain o[ embank- 
ments that at one tiino guarded the ap- 
proach to a plateau, covering about 30 
acres. 
Tho inner chain -has a length of 


about 120 ynrds and extends from ono 
ravine to another. ' Between two of tho 
chains is a good sized mound. Southeast i 
of this fort Is tho amphitheater, capable of ' 
holding probably 2fi,000 people. It is cut; 
Into the side of a hill. At the entrance to 
tho amphitheater is a mound, the base of 
which is made of various kinds of clay 
and which has become very hard. On top 
of the mound is a basin, which is filled 
with sand, gravel and burned substances 
to a depth ot probably 30 laches. It; is be- 
lieved that this was some kind of a sacri- 
ficing altar and that tho people congregated 
In tho amphitheater for religious purposes. 


Scores of people have been visiting tho 


place daily nincc the recent finds were 
made. The discovery is regarded as a most 
important one.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

TALES OF TEH TIMES. 


Btorloa of Georco Law, Whose Tame Heuta 


on Ilia Kccontrlcityt 


Millionaire George Law, who died of 


erysipelas at his home, 259 Fifth avenue, 
New York, the other afternoon, -was, ac- 
cording to tho New York Herald, one of 
tho most eccentric nnd lavish cipendcrs of 
money of his day. 
Ho Inherited his large 


fortune from his father, George Law, -who 
held a controlling interest in the Eighth 
and Kinth avennc railroads in New Yorlc. 
The elder Ijaw was :i ulaiu man, and when 
his son graduated from the Columbia Col- 
lege Law school and did not desire to 
practice his profession, he thought it best 
that his son should enter tho street rail- 
road business.

Following the election of 1S32 the sys- 
tem of nominating conventions came to be 
an established one by both political par- 
ties. The Democrats in 1830 assembled iu 
Baltimore and tho "Whigs in Harrisburp. 
In 13-10 tho Democrats again met in Balti- 
more, tho Whigs for a second time in Har- 
risburj:, ftnd the Abolitionists held their 
lu-it national convention in Warsaw, N. 
Y. The popularity of Bcdtimore as a meet- 
Ing place for Democrats caused it to be 
known among the politicians of a genera- 
tion ago as the Convention' City, but of 
late years it has been neglected by both 
parties, tho Democrats especially regarding 
it ns ominous to tl.o chances of a candi- 
date. The overt break between the north- 
ern and southern wings of the Democratic 
party occurred at the Baltimore national 
convention in June, 1360. and culminated 
in two rival pn-sidcntial tickets, the 
Douglas ticket, noninatcd in Baltimore, 
nnd the Breckinrid/yo ticket, nominated in 
Richmond. Twelve years later, in 1872, 
the Democrats held their national conven- 
tion In Baltimore aad ratified the choice of 
Horace Grceley for the presidency, a selec- 
tion which proved a disastrous one to tho 
party later on. I:a 1S-H both the Demo- 
cratic and Whig conventions were held in 
Baltimore. In IS-iS the Democrats met- in 
Baltimore and thfi Whigs' in Philadelphia, 
lu 183-2toth"the Democratic and the Whig 
conventions wero held in Baltimore. 
In 


1356 tho Democrats met in Cincinnati, the 
HepabJicans in Philadelphia, their fir^t na- 
tional convention, ihe Whigs in Baltimore, 
their last national convention. The native 
American or Know Nothing party held 
their convention inj Philadelphia in Febru- 
ary to -nominate cnpdidatcs for the Kovem- 
ber contest. In 1 $60! the first change toward 
the west as the disunited battleground be- 
tween the two p:trtiies was made and the 
Republicans held their convention in May 
to that yenr in the cW of Chicago. Here 
Abraham Lincoln -ivjas nominated and the 
long list of "Republican presidents began.

called the Silver convention to order. 
Charts A. Towne, vice chairman of the 
convention, discussed at some length 
the silver question. He urged that the 
gold sutndard was backed by men who 
used epithets and abuse Instead of ar- 
guments. 
The speaker attempted to 


show how hard times would vanish 
•when free silver appeared. When the 
Free Oliver party got control of the gov." 
ernrcent, he said, the robbery of thrift 
for Ihe benefit of Idleness would cease. 


Ex-Governor John P. St. John of Kan- 


sas was called upon to speak. He told 
how corn was worth 10 cents a bushel, 
oats 8 cents in Kansas, arid potatoes 6 
cents a bushel In Minnesota. This was 
one c-C the reasons so many farmers be- 
lieved In free silver. Free silver at 16 to 1, 
he declared, would sweep the nation. 
The people had arisen and would defeat 
"the corrupt gold power." But to do 
this, a vast deal of missionary w;grk must 
be done. The speaker said that if all 
the silver In the world waa dumped in 
this country and coined it would make 
J60 per capita.and'that was not too much. 
Should this be done, It would make this 
the most prosperous country 
in the 


world.

Senator Vilas of "Wisconsin violently 


opposed the issuing of a call by the con- 
ference. His speech ivas frequently 
cheered, although the general sentiment 
of the meeting seemed to incline the 
oLher'way. 


After a long debate a resolution iras 


adupted to the effect that It was thn 
sense o£ the meeting that a Democratic 
convention should be held, a Democratic 
platform enunciated, and candidates for 
president and vice president chosen, and 
that the said convention should be held 
not later than Sept. 2. A committee of 
one from each state represented was ap- 
pointed by the chairman to draft a call 
for the convention, with orders to report 
to the general meeting today. 


General Bragg said after the adjourn- 


ment of the conference: "There is no 
longer any doubt that the gold standard 
Democrats mean business. We were all 
decided that It was the best thing to 
call a convention and put a ticket In the 
field, but there was some difference re- 
garding the manner In which it should 
be done. Indiana, Illinois and Missouri 
were strongly'of the opinion that the call 
should be Issued at once, but the others 
were not so sure about that part of it; 
The difference of opinion on that point 
was what made the meeting so long. 
"We are now all right, and the call will 
be issued at once." 


Minnesota should have been repre- 


sented at the. meeting last night, but a 
telegram from Minneapolis announced 
that an organization was being effected 
there, and its delegate, Daniel Lawler, 
will be In Chicago today. The follow- 
ing telegram ivas received from Comp- 
troller James H. Eckels while the meet- 
ing was In session: 


"I have no doubt that the eastern 


Democrats will take as great Interest In 
proper Democratic nominations, as do 
the western, and give them an earnest 
support. I think the name to be taken 
should be National Democrats." 


The. leaders of the meeting expressed 


themselves as sure of the support of the 
eastern and th'e southern Democrats, 
ar.d said that they had taken the Initia- 
tive in the matter, because It was bettor 
in their opinion that the fight should 
be beg-un In the wesL where the Popu- 
lisls have th"ir crpatpst Ptrenjrxh.

party that will be supported by Wall 
street this fall. I have no^doubt that in 
this building at this moment the minions 
of Wall street can be found. They have 
gone to the hotels at nlgnt, clothed In 
badges, with a lie upon their lips, say- 
Ing that they were delegates, represent- 
ing some state In thla Union, In the 
convention." 


Chairman Allen was repeatedly In- 


terrupted by his enemies, as well as by 
his friends. He gave his views of the 
economic and financial questions of the 
day at considerable length. It was 9:30 
when he concluded. 


Several'aUempts to secure an adjourn- 


ment were made, but Senator Butler, 
acting as a delegate, moved the appoint- 
ment of a committee to confer with the

Silver convention. 


There were many and loud cries of "No, 
no," and Mr. Branch of beorgla moved 
to table the motion.

Little Interest was manifested 
in It, and before the convention had 
acted upon it, Lafe Pence moved an ad- 
journment. At 10:09 the convention ad- 
Jourued. 


The Silver Convention. 


St. Louis, July 24.—Chairman St. John 


called the Silver convention to order. 
Churns A. Towne, vice chairman of the 
convention, discussed at some length 
the silver question. He urged that the 
gold standard was backed by men who 
used epithets and abuse Instead of ar- 
guments. 
The speaker attempted to 


show how hard times would vanish 
when free silver appeared. When the 
Free silver party got control of the gov- 
ernment, he said, the robbery of thrift 
for the benefit of Idleness would cease. 


Ex-Governor John P. St. John of Kan- 


sas was called upon to speak. He told 
how corn was worth 10 cents a bushel, 
oats 8 cents In Kansas, and potatoes 6 
cents a bushel In Minnesota. This was 
one of the reasons so many farmers be- 
lieved In free silver. Free silver at 16 to 1, 
he declared, would sweep the nation. 
The people had arisen and would defeat 
"the corrupt gold power." But to do 
this, a vast deal of missionary w,prk must 
be done. The speaker said th'at If all 
the silver In the world was dumped in 
this country and coined it would make 
?60 per capita,and that was not too much. 
Should this be done, it would make this 
the most prosperous country In the 
world.

They Await the Action at 


St. Louis. 


Chicago, July 24.—The mcetlnirot gold 


standard Democrats, called to consider 
the ad visabilityof Issuing a call fora na- 
Lional convention, was held last night 
at the Auditorium annex. The meet- 
ing convened shortly after 8 o'clock, and 
was held in secret, the public and press 
belnp excluded. 


Comptroller Eckles did not appear, and 


the meeting, after waiting some time for 
him, went lr?:o session. General E. S. 
Brass of Wisconsin was elected chair- 
man, and C. A. Evving of Illinois secre- 
tary. 


The conference definitely decided that 


a convention should be called, the only 
question being whether the meeting iu 
session should Issue the call, and on this 
a lively debate ensued. G. M. Davis of 
Kentucky presented the principal reso- 
| lutiun, calling for a convention to be 
: held in September, in Detroit. H. S. 


Hohb;ns of Illinois did not favor the issue 
of a call by the meeting here, and 
K. V/. Knott of Kentucky spoke strongly 
In favor of calling the convention at once. 


Senator Vilas of Wisconsin violently 


opposed the issuing of a call by the con- 
ference. His sptech was 
frequently 


cheered, although the general sentiment 
of the meeting aeemed to incline the 
other'way. 


After a long debate a resolution -was 


adopted to the effect that it was thn. 
sense of the meeting that a Democratic 
convention should be held, a Democratic 
platform enunciated, and candidates for 
president and vice president chosen, and 
that the said convention should be held 
not later than Sept. 'i. A committee of 
one from each state represented was ap- 
pointed by th^ chairman to draft a call 
fc-r :he convention, with orders to report 
to the general meeting today. 


General Bragg said after the adjourn- 


ment of the conference: "There Is no 
longer any doubt that the gold standard 
Democrats mean business. We were all 
•decided that It was the best thing to 
call a convention and put a ticket in the 
fltld. but there was some difference re- 
garding the manner In which it should 
be done. Indiana, Illinois and Missouri 
were strongly oE the opinion that the call 
should be Issued at once, but the others 
were not so sure about that part of It 
The difference of opinion on that point 
was what made the meeting so long. 
We are now all right, and the call will 
be issued at once." 


Minnesota should have been repre- 


sented -.it the. meeting last night, but a 
telegram from Minneapolis announced 
that an organization was being effected 
there, and its delegate, Daniel Lawler, 
will be In Chicago today. The follow- 
ing telegram was received from Comp- 
troller James H. Eckels while the meet- 
ing was in session: 


"I have no doubt that the eastern 


Democrats will take as great Interest In 
proper Democratic .nominations, as do 
the western, and give them an earnest 
support. I think the name to be taken 
should Le National Democrats." 


The leaders of the meeting expressed 


themselves as sure of the support of the 
eastern and the southern Democrats, 


' and said that they had taken the initia- 


tive in the matter, because it was better 
In their opinion that the fight should 
be begun In the west, where the Popu- 
lists have tjifir trrpafpst strength.

placed safely over the $100,000,000 mark.

According to tho rules of tho Lowell 


i cemetery, red stakes nro placed upon tho 
lots of those who havu not paid for taking 
care of tho same. Any person walking 
through tho cemetery now will notice 
many of tho graves marked with red 
strikes. This distinction reminds one in 
some degree of tbe red tlag placed upon a 
building that is for sale by auction. 


Many of the lot owners who happen to 


bo in arrears with tho care takers of tho 
graves, are indignant at this method of ad- 
vertising the fact. They consider it n sort 
of dishonor to tho dead, and a "grave', re- 
flection upon the relatives of the deceased. 
There is something in connection with 
graves and cemeteries that prevents tho 
strict application of business rules in such 
cases. For example, one can imagine 
how a widow might feel at seeing a red 
stako indicating neglect or arrears placed 
on the grave of her lately deceased hus- 
band. She would feel that that was a 
notification to the whole world that she 
was negligent 
or 
forgetful 
ot 
her 


late husband's grave. 
She might not 


be able to pay the amount required, but 
her inability would not be 'considered by 
tho trustees of the Lowell cemetery. 
In 


such a caso wo surmise that all that wid- 
ow's sorrow for her husband's decease 
would be renewed, and tears would flow 
as copiously as when the grave closed over 
him. 


Suppose a mother who had recently- 


burled a loving son or daughter would 
come to find tbe grave so dishonored? 
Would she not feel mortified? To say tho 
least this rule of erecting red stakes upon 
the graves has caused much indignation. 
It is harshness that will not be borne. 
The lot owners will probably have the red 
stakes pullod up and thrown away. Lot 
the red stakes be put upon those that have 
paid rather than those that have not paid. 


The ofllctals say it is according to a 


rule ot the corporation that tbe stakes are 
put up aud the only object is to tell the 
employes ot the cemetery what lots are not 
to receive their attention, but on the other 
hand, it is stated that intelligent employes 
might distinguish between the lots that 
arc to be cnred for and those that are not 
in some other way. 


Certainly this method is highly objec- 


tionable, and is likely to be abandoned. 


A lot owner in speaking with n Sun rep- 


resentative, prautioall}- expressed those 
sentiments and stated that ho believed 
that the trustees did not realize that the 
rule would hurt the feelings of anybody. 


This rule will probably be changed or 


modified so that some private mark can 
bu used instead of tbe red stakes.

The visit of an archreologist to the vil-

In the 
convention." 


Chairman Allen was repeatedly In- 


terrupted by his enemies, as well as by 
his friends. He gave his views of the 
economic and financial questions of the 
day at considerable length. It was 9:30 
when he concluded. 


SeveraL'attempts to secure an adjourn- 


ment were made, but Senator Butler, 
acting as a delegate, moved the appoint- 
ment of a committee to confer with the 
committee of the 
Silver convention. 


There were many and loud cries of "No, 
no," and Mr. Branch of Georgia moved 
to table the motion. The noes seemed to 
be In a large majority, and the motion 
to table was declared 
lost. 
Senator 


Butler's motion was carried with a loud 
cheer of ayes. The Bryan men were 
apparently In full control of the conven- 
tion, 


A Tennessee delegate offered a resolu- 


tion declaring that free and unlimited 
coinage of silver was paramount, and 
directing tho conference committee to 
take steps to bring it about. The reso- 
lution went to the conference commit- 
tee. 


The committee on rules then made Its 


report. Little interest was manifested 
In it, and before the convention had 
acted upon ;t, Late Pence moved an ad- 
journment. At 10:09 the convention ad- 
jourued.

Ex-Governor John P. St. John of Kan- 


sas was called, upon to speak. He told 
haw corn was 'worth 10 cents a. bushel, 
oats 8 cents In Kansas, and potatoes 5 
cenls a bushel in Minnesota. This was 
one cf the reasons so many farmers be- 
lieved In free silver. Free sliver at 16 to 1, 
he declared, would sweep the nation. 
Tha people had arisen and would defeat 
"the corrupt gold power." But to do 
this, a vast deal of missionary w^rkmust 
be done. The speaker said that if all 
tho silver In the world was dumped In 
this country and coined It would make 
560 per capita,and that was not too much. 
Should this be done. It would make this 
the most prosperous country In the 
world.

Chicago, July 24.—The meeting of gold 


standard Democrats, caJled to consider 
the advisability of Issuing a. call for a na- 
tional convention, ivas held last night 
at the Auditorium annex. The meet- 
ing convened shortly after 8 o'clock, and 
was held In secret, the public and press 
beinjr excluded. 


Comptroller Eckles did not appear, and 


the meeting, after waiting some time for 
him, went irKo session. 
General E. S. 


Bra^g of Uriscon:jln was elected chair- 
man, and C. A. Ewlns of Illinois secre- 
tary. 


The conference; definitely decided that 


a convention should be called, the only 
question being whether the meeting in 
session should Issue the call, and on this 
a lively debate ensued. G. M. Davis o£ 
Kentucky presented the principal reso- 
lution, calling for a convention to be 
held in. September, in Detroit. H. S. 
Hoi)b;ns o" Illinois did not favor the Issue 
ot a call by the meeting here, and 
K. V»". JCnott of Kentucky spoke strongly 
in favor of calling the convention at once. 


Senator Vilas of Wisconsin violently- 


opposed the Issuing of a call by the con- 
ference. His 
speech was 
frequently 


cheered, although the general sentiment 
of the meeting seemed' to incline the 
other way. 


After a long debate a resolution was 


adopted to the effect that It was tho 
sense of the meeting that a Democratic 
convention should be held, a Democratic 
platform enunciated, and candidates for 
president and vice president chosen, and 
that the said convention should be held 
not lau-r than Sent. 2. A committee o; 
one from each state represented was ap- 
pointed by 'the chairman to draft a call 
for the convention, with orders to report 
to the general meeting today. 


General Bragg sa,id after the adjourn- 


ment ot" the conference: "There is no 
longer any doubt that the gold standard 
Democrats mean business. "We were all 
decided that It was the best thing to 
call a convention and put a ticket In thtt 
field, but there was some difference re- 
garding the manner In which it should 
be done. Indiana, Illinois and Missouri 
were strongly or tlie opinion that the call 
should be Issued at once, but the others 
were nut so sure about that part of It. 
The difference of opinion on that point 
was what made the meeting so long. 
"We are now all right, and the call will 
be Issued at once." 


Minnesota should have been repre- 


sented a.t the meeting last night, but a 
telegram from Minneapolis announced 
that an organization was being effected 
there, and Its delegate, Daniel Lawler, 
will be in Chicago today. The follow- 
ing telegram was received from Comp- 
troller James H. Eckels while the meet- 
ing was In session: 


"I have no doubt that the eastern 


Democrats will take as great interest In 
proper Democratic nominations, as do 
the western, and give them an earnest 
support. I think the name to be taken 
should be National Democrats." 


The leaders of the meeting expressed 


themselves as1 sure of the support of the 
eastern and the southern Democrats, 
and said that they had taken the Initia- 
tive in the matter, because1 It was better 
in their opinion that the fight should 
be begun in the west, where the Popu- 
lists havp rtipir c-rentpst ?tren,e^,h.

Gold Reserve Again Over S100,000,000 


mark Through Timoly Aid. 


Washington, 
July 
24.—Once more 


treasury ofllchas are feeling comfortable, 
for at the close of business yesterday 
the gold reserve had been once more 
placed safely over the $100,000,000 mark. 
This was accomplished through the de- 
posit of gold coin by the banks In ex- 
change for United States notes. The 
movement began In volume Wednesday 
night, and after the department closed 
notice came that J7,750,000 In gold had 
been doposited with the sub-treasury 
at New York. Yesterday $7,500,000 addi- 
tional came In, making the total of pold 
coin contributed by the banks up to c'iose 
of business, in 24 hours, $16.260,000. This 
was added to the reserve o£ §86,631,770 and 
brought the total up to $101,881,770. There 
was no gold taken for export yesterday, 
showing that the New York bankers 
have control of the exchange market, 
and are using their power to protect 
the treasury. The hoardings also fell 
off, amounting yesterday to only $238,- 
000 in coin, 'while the arts took but $20,- 
500 in bars,
